SUBJECT: 


You will recall that Howard (Rushmore recently informed me of 
a story which he had received from a high police official to the effect that many, 
years ago Joan Crawford had been arrested in Detroit and convicted on a char; 
of prostitution; that subsequently an obscene motion picture came to light in which 
Joan Crawford had figured; that as Joan Crawford came into stardom this film 
was used for blackmail and the Bureau was supposed to have become involved 
in this and subsequently as a result Joan Crawford served in an undercover 
capacity; that her arrest record in the Detroit Police Department was no longer 
in the files and that according to Rushmore's information the file had been 
removed and given to the FBI, 


Our records do not support anything like this. There have been 
recurring rumors of an obscene film. We have never found anybody who had the _ 
film although.the rumors and the informatiom was so persistent that it would 
lead one to believe that there was such a film in existence. Likewise, Joan < 
Crawford never served in an undercover capacity for the Bureau. 


Recently, Howard Rushmore came by the office and I advised 
him briefly that we had no investigation involving blackmail; that we did not have | 
the film; that we did not have her in file, there was no record of her file from th, 
Detroit Police Department and she had never served in anvundercover capacity 
for the Bureau. 


I then endeavored to get from Rushmore more information. 
Rushmore then told me in the strictest of confidence, with the‘under standing that 
the identity of his i ould not be circulated or diyulged, that he had been bé 


told the story by b7c 


We rechecked this matter. lasked the Detroit 
Office to recheck their files under the’ name of Lucillele Sueur which was the 

name presumably used by Joan Crawford at the time of fhe arrest. SAC McIntire 
informed me that there was absolutely no record in the Detroit Office of Lucille 

le Sueur and there was no indication that the Detroit ‘Office had any information 
from the Detroit Police Department. The only thing they had was a reference to 

a film on Joan Crawford which came from the Los Angeles Office. This, of course,

a rumor that they were supposed to have had an’arrest record and that the whole 
file had been turned over to the Bureau; that we cannot find any basis in fact for 
this. ‘ 


Subsequently, MacIntire tiniformedme that Tom O'Dwyer, 
Superintendent of the Identification Division, was.away, and in attendance was a 
Lieutenant Burton Sokol whom they talked to and who made a very careful check 
and there was no record of a Lucille le Sueur or of a Joan Crawford. Sokol 
advised that he had had another inquiry earlier in the week on this and the check 
had been negative. He did not know the basis of his earlier inquiry but hethought 
it-was from one of the true story magazines. This probably was an inquiry that 
Rushmore had made for Confidential Magazine. MacIntire further stated that one 
of the old agents in the Detroit Office remembered that Joan Crawford at one time 
during the prohibition era had been a stripteaser in one of the dives in Detroit. 
Lieutenant Sokol also had the same recollection. MacIntire further stated that 
the Chief Clerk of the Detroit Office, John O'Hair, who formerly worked in 
the Identification Division, had told him that he thought he remembered the 
name of le Sueur being in the Fingerprint Hles of the Bureau. Ihad a check made 
on this.

PURPOSE AND BACKGROUND: 


The purpose of this memorandum is to set forth salient 
information appearing in Bureau files concerning Joan Crawford, 
the well-known movie actress.

There were three WSTA references but 
all three were prostitutes with the alias Joan Crawford and were 
determined not to be identical with Joan Crawford the movie actress.

The general crime survey of the Los Angeles Field 
Division for April 15, 1945, in connection with obscene film 
and the alleged Hollywood ring, states the following: "It is 
a@ generally accepted fact among purveyors of obscene film that 
there is in existence an obscene film portrayed as its female 
character, Joan Crawford, well-known motion picture actress. 
This film is claimed to have been shown several. years ago prior 
to Crawford's reaching stardom. While negotiations have been 
made on a number of occasions to obtain a copy of this film, 
none .has“ever been: forthcoming, and at the Present time the 
actual location of any copy of this alleged film is not known.

On January 29, 1953,| a confidential b7D 
informant of the New York Office, was contacted by Agents of 
that office. It ts pointed out that this informant died on 
October 17, 1954. In interview with this informant in January, 
1958, this informant advised that the following well-known 
personalities had formerly been prostitutes: Joan Crawford,

Barbara Stanwyck and Paulette Goddard. She also advised that 
Joan Crawford was blackmailed for many years. by-a—vealthy man 
because of her past activities as a pro anness 
on the part of this wealthy tndividual. 


SUBVERSIVE REFERENCES > 


It is pointed out that there are more than one hundred 
subversive see references in Bureau files concerning Joan Crawford. 
Inasnuch as they are not pertinent to thé.subject matter of this 
menorandun, they are not being set forth in detail.-. A review of 
them would indicate that Joan Crawford in the late 1930s was 
aniifascistond lenther nome and prestige to organizations later 
designated as subversive. ‘During the years of World War II, files 
indicate that, while she did not take a very active part, she did 
lend her name and prestige to various organizations such as 
Russian War Relief. Files also indicate that, since World War II, 
Joan Crawford has been anti-Communist and one of the leaders. in 
fighting Comnunisn in the movte industry. 

MISCELLANEOUS REFERENCES: / 


In October, 1938, we conducted a laboratory examination 
of an extortion note received by Joan Crawford. Inasmuch as 
there was no violation of the Frtortion Statute, we conducted no 
tnvestigation in this matter. (9-4063) 


In 1945, we conducted an investigation in an extortion 
case wherein a social worker had received a threatening letter. 
The social worker had made arrangements for Miss Crawford to 
adopt a child and the mother of the child, who was a mental case, 
wrote the threatening letter. The facts in this case were pre- 
sented to the grand jury and a no bill was returned. We had 
originally gotten this case from the publicity department of 
Warner Brothers Studio, which advised that Miss Crawford was 
considerably upset regarding this case. (9-12436) 


During the mid-forties the Bureau conducted considerable 
investigation concerning Bugsey Siegel, the well-known racketeer, 
who was subsequently killed.: A technical surveillance in connec- 
‘tion with this case reflects that in October, 1946, Gregson 


Bautzer, an attorney who associated with Siege FrOntCaddLy= 
contacted Joan Crawford on more than one OGcasion; and the con- 
ver tons would indicate that they were close friends. (62- 


81518-148, 289) 
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You will also recall that during the mid-1940s the 
Bureau conducted considerable investigation concerning Aaron 
Smehoff, better known as Al Smiley. A technical surveillance 
maintained in this case reflected that on May 14, 1948, Smiley 
and others were talking in Smiley's apartment; and the conversa- 
tion turned to Billy Wiikerson, editor and publisher of the 
Hollywood Reporter. Wilkerson's attorney who handled the 
Flamingo: Hotel affair, when Wilkerson had an interest in it, 
was discussed; and tt was stated that this attorney was then 
running around with motion picture actress Joan Crawford. The 
Los Angeles Office noted that this individual was undoubtedly 
attorney Gregson Bautzer. (39-2258-162) 


In his broadcast of March 28, 1954, Walter Winchell 
mentioned that Joan Crawford was then gotng with Charles Baron 
whom Winchell identified as one of the richest Ford dealers in 
Chicago. We did a summary memorandum on Baron which reflected 
that he was an unsavory character who has been tnvolved with 
the underworld. (62-31615-847) 


BUREAU CONTACTS WITH JOAN CRAWFORD: 


By letter dated October 1, 1937, directed to Joan 
Crawford at MGM Studios, Hollywood, California, the Director 
‘advised her that he had just returned to the Fast and wanted 
her to know how much he enjoyed meeting her and talking to her 
during his visit to the MGM Studios on September 14. The Director 
advised that it was a pleasure to make her acquaintance and it 
was kind of Miss Crawford to take the time to tell him something 
of her work there. (62-12188-1386) 


A memorandum to Mr. Holloman from Mr. Wherry dated 
April 16, 1952, reflects that at 1:15 a.m. on that date a long 
distance call was received from Miss Joan Crawford in Los Angeles, 
who desired to speak with the Director. When advised that the 
Director's Office was closed, Miss Crawford stated she would 
call later. Files fail to reflect any additional call from 
Miss Crawford. (66-3182-2903) é 


A Bureau file on LT aanefiects that this

The records of the Identification Division were checked 
under the names Joan Crawford and Lucille le Sueur and were 
negative as far as a@ criminal identification record was concerned. 


OBSERVATIONS : 


Investigation in -various Interstate Transportation of 

Obscene Matter cases reflects that undoubtedly the Joan Crawford 
film exists but is practically unobtainable. The Laboratory 
adutses that the field has tried on vartous occastons to obtain 
a copy of this film but without success. We have never had a 
Icopy of tt. Investigation in the cases referred to above also 
indicates that Joan Crawford was probably blackmailed in connec- 
tion with this film, but files fail to indicate that any such 
blackmail ever came:to our attention or that we ever conducted 
any investigation concerning such a@ matter. The tnformation we 
did receive in this regard was only hearsay information received 
|prm informants. The files also fatl to reflect that Joan 
Crawford was ever an informant for the Bureau.
